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LITHUANIAN, POLISH AGREEMENT ON EXTRADITION PROCEDURES. Following two days of talks in 
the Polish town of Suwalki, a Lithuanian delegation, headed by Prosecutor-General Vladas Nikitinas, 
reached an agreement with Polish officials on procedures for extraditing criminals and handing over 
material evidence in such cases, BNS reported on 25 May. The two countries already have signed a legal 
assistance treaty and an agreement on cooperation between prosecutor's offices. but the absence of an 
extradition order has created problems for border authorities. Kestutis Vagneris, chief Lithuanian 
prosecutor for information and international relations, said that the two sides also exchanged information 
on organized crime, smuggling, and illegal migration. -- Saulius Girnius, OMRI, Inc 
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
